COMMITTEE APPROVED ANNUAL REPORTS ON SECTOR GROUP WORK. US PROPOSED 
ABOLISHMENT SUBCOMMITTEE OF ECONOMIC EXPERTS (SCEE) AND INTRODUCTION 
OF ECONOMISTS WITH APPROPRIATE PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE INTO 

SECTOR GROUPS. THIS WOULD ENABLE PROJECTS TO HAVE ADEQUATE ECONOMIC 
COMPONENT AT OUTSET, RATHER THAN POST FACTO ACADEMIC CONSIDERATION 
AS NOW THE CASE. US SUGGESTED THAT SCEE BUREAU BE RETAINED TO WORK

RECOMMENDATIONS. HOWEVER, MANY DELS ECHOED US 
CRITICISM THAT SCEE APPROACH TOO THEORETICAL. GENERAL 
AGREEMENT THAT PLANS FOR FUTURE OF ENVCOM PROGRAM WOULD 
ENTAIL CLOSE EXAMINATION OF SCEE AND SECTOR GROUP 
PERFORMANCE, WITH STRONG EMPHASIS ON PRACTICAL APPROACH 
LEADING TO ACTION RECOMMENDATIONS OF DISCERNIBLE VALUE 
TO MEMBER-COUNTRY GOVERNMENTS. WITH THIS IN MIND, 

CURRENT PROJECTS WILL BE BROUGHT TO REPORTING STAGE BY
